You may have noticed the dis- 
tinct lack of ashtrays in and around 
the university. As of September 1 , 
1994 the university fell in line with 
Ontario's and the City of Sudbury's 
anti-smoking legislation in an effort 
to discourage smoking and in recog- 
nition of the dangers involved, (City 
of Sudbury by-law 88-200 and On- 
tario Bill- 1 19 and 194.) 

The new smoking policy pro- 
hibits smoking almost everywhere 
on campus. According to the official 
policy dated September 1 994, "Smok- 
ing is permitted ONLY in designated 
private student residence areas; the 
PUB located in the basement of the 
Dining Building; and outside any 
building," The Great Hall, the Sci- 
ence Cafeteria and technically all 
private offices are off limits.

You don ' t have to 
accept this. Contact your student 
union to know how you can get in- 
volved.

One basic tenet of modem 
conservatism is the opposition to 
government largess.

They usually believe that only gov- 
ernment has the tools to solve the 
social or economic problems that 
people may face, which ends up pro- 
moting larger government. That's 
why we have the social net in Canada. 

The leftist position sounds 
nice in a theoretical model, and in 
fact, yourprceminentcolumnist once 
believed this in hisearlierdays. How- 
ever, with age comes wisdom, and I 
realized that government only cre- 
ates roadblocks in people's paths, 
and does not remove them. 

The problem with an activist 
government is the paternalistic atti- 
tude that they invariably develop. 
Why, without government helping 
you along, you 'd never get anywhere. 
People, as the unspoken sentiment in 
government goes, are too stupid to 



take care of themselves without the 
geniuses in government. 

Conservatism finds that of- 
fensive because we believe that peo- 
ple should be allowed to make their 
own way in life, without government 
getting in the way. The more money 
you hand out to people, and the more 
regulation you have on people, the 
less motivated they will be to create 
their own success. 

The other great danger is the 
daily encroachment of government 
in our lives. Everyday they tell you 
what you shouldn't be doing because 
your too stupid to realize it. Don't 
smoke, don't drink, watch out for 
that popcorn and eat less steak. They 
ihen punish through policy and taxes 
to make sure that you get the mes- 
sage. 

This is no less than an attack 
on our freedoms. Rather than allow- 
ing you to decide to quite smoking, 
drink less or eat less steak, the gov- 
ernment has decided in its infinite 
wisdom that your not smart enough 
to know that it's not good for you. 
Government, which should be wor- 
ried about the sad state of the military 
or publishing weather data, is intrud- 
ing in the average person's life. 

If your dense, what I'm say- 
ing is that this is an issue of liberties. 
The anti-people (anyone opposed to 
things which don't concern them) 
whether they think it or not, are actu- 



ally reducing the choices that you can 
make, and government is full of these 
anti-people. 

Some of you out there might 
be members of anti-groups, such as 
non-smokers rights groups, but I urge 
you to stop for one reason. You are 
encouraging a nearly unstoppable 
mass called the government to move 
into people's lives. And once in, they 
have to be dragged out, which is an 
nearly impossible endeavor. It was 
Alan Fotheringham who wrote that 
Canadian's motto for this country 
was "Never Complain". Perhaps he 
was wrong since many are complain- 
ing, but over things that generally 
don't concern them. 

To finish off, I've long be- 
lieved in a definition of government 
which some will attack as simplistic. 
I believe that government should con- 
cern itself with protecting its citizens 
against internal or external threats. 
Anydiing else makes me worried. 
Most people see business as a threat 
to people, only motivated by greed. 
But I urge you to remember this: 
government is the only group that 
can expand itself as large as it wants. 
Its only real check is the character of 
its members. Business rewards those 
of skill while the government prefers 
to rewards those who don't care about 
society. Business can be regulated, 
government almost can't be. And only 
government can decide what your 




freedoms are. It's time we sent the 
message that less government is more 
freedom.

National Aids Awareness Week, Oc- 
tober 3-9 

Ottawa, September 23, 1994 
— Despite on-going prevention edu- 
cation campaigns by Canada's AIDS 
organizations, young Canadians con- 
tinue to expose themselves to the risk 
of HIV infection through unsafe sex. 

This reality is the main focus 
of this year's national AIDS Aware- 
ness Week (October 3-9), a grass- 
roots campaign highlighting a wide 
array of community-based events tak- 
ing place from coast to coast. 

Recent surveys point to a seri- 
ous situation with regard to HIV/AIDS 
and Canadian youth: 
-> fewer than one-third of high school 
students reported using a condom 
during their first sexual encounter, 
-> there is a link between HIV infec-. 
tion and risk-taking behaviors preva- 
lent among teens, such as sexual ac- 
tivity, alcohol and drug use; 
-> HIV infection rates are rising most 
rapidly among street youth and het- 
erosexual women. 

National AIDS Awareness 
Week will focus on breaking the bar- 
riers to much needed information, 
support and services by endeavour- 
ing to provide youth with the latest 
facts about HIV / AIDS. 

"Young people think they're 
invincible." comments Rene 
Raymond, Chair of the Canadian 
AIDS Society's Board of Directors. 
"They think AIDS happens to some- 
one else. We need to provide youth 
with comprehensive, non-judgmen- 
tal information so they can make re- 
sponsible choices concerning their 



health.". "Youth need open, honest 
dialogue about HIV/AIDS," says 
David Garmaise, the Society's Ex- 
ecutive Director. "This calls for in- 
novative ways of promoting frank 
discussions about sexuality and safer 
sex — in communities, in families, 
and especially among young peo- 
ple." 

National AIDS Awareness 
Week will promote advocacy by and 
for young people. Youth will be 
encouraged to become directly in- 
volved; to play an integral role in 
identifying issues around HI V/ AIDS 
and to work towards solutions. 

Among the key objectives of 
the week-long event is to alert Cana- 
dians to the many obstacles confront- 
ing HIV-positive youth. Many young 
f)eople living with HIV often face 
inadequate information and serv- 
ices, prejudice, homophobia and other 
forms of discrimination. 

This year's slogan \s,Askques- 
tions. Talkabout it. Breakihe Silence, is 
aimed at sparking dialogue in com- 
munities across the country on HIV/ 
AIDS. Diverse orga-nizations, such 
as schools, businesses, youth groups 
and public health units are participat- 
ing in a wide range of local activities 
to raise awareness about youth sexu- 
ality and AIDS issues. 

National AIDS Awareness 
Week is presented by the 104 mem- 
ber organizations of the Canadian 
AIDS Society, in co-operation with 
the Canadian Public Health Associa- 
tion and the Canadian Hemophilia 
Society. Funding is provided by 
Health Canada through the National 
AIDS Strategy, with the financial 
support of TransCanada PipeLines 
and the Hudson's Bay Company. 

A press kit, containing fact 
sheets, national activities, story ideas 
and samples of national AIDS Aware- 
ness Week promotional materials is 
available upon request. 



Loan limits for Students

Ottawa — The Government of Canada 
is proceeding with plans to reform 
the federal student assistance pro- 
gram by increasing limits for Canada 
student loans on August 1, 1994 : 
-the full weekly loan limit will rise 
from $105 to $165 (an increase of 
57%); 

- the ceiling on part-time loans will 
rise from $2,500 to $4,000. 

"Loan limits have been increased to 
reflect the growth in education costs 
borne by students since they were 
frozen by the last government in 
1984," said the Honorable Lloyd 
Axworthy, Minister of Human Re- 
sources Development. It is expected 
that over 280,000 students will re- 
ceive Canada student loans next year. 

The Canada Student Financial As- 
sistance Act received Royal Assent 
on June 23, 1994. The Act delivers 
on a commitment made by the gov- 
ernment in its Youth and Learning 
Strategy, announced in April 1994. 
"The new Act will improve access to 
post- secondary education for students 
and help ease the transition from 
school to work," said Axeworthy. 
Moreover, "TTie reforms we are in- 
troducing to student assistance build 
on the commitment that we made in 
the Red Book to invest in Canadians 
and explore new approaches to pro- 
vide learning opportunities." 

Under the new Act, assistance to 
students will be enhanced and diver- 
sified. Over the next five years, stu- 
dents will benefit from loans and 
grants valued in excess of $6 billion. 
This represents an increase of $2.5 
billion in comparison to the assist- 
ance available in the previous five 
years. More than 1.45 million stu- 
dents will have access to post-sec- 
ondary education over the next five 
years, an increase of 200,000 as com- 



pared to the last five years. 

The increased federal assistance will 
take the form of higher loan limits, 
interest subsidies, deferred grants for 
students with high debtloads and sp)e- 
cial opportunity grants for students 
with disabilities, high-need part-time 
students and women in certain docto- 
ral studies. Special opportunity grants 
for students with disabilities will be 
phased in during the current year. 
These special opportunity grants and 
deferred grants will begin in 1995-96. 
The measures provided for in the 
new Act will be phased in during the 
next year in cooperation with prov- 
inces and is consultation with student 
and education groups. The new Act 
also includes provision for new fi- 
nancing arrangements with lenders 
to provide all eligible full-time bor- 
rowers with loans and income-sensi- 
tive terms in repayment. 

The Canadian Student Financial As- 
sistance Act will enable the govern- 
ment to enter into arranoements with 



provinces to streamline the financing 
and delivery of student assistance 
programs. It will also allow the gov- 
ernment to explore new approaches 
to student aid through pilot projects 
to test out income-contingent repay- 
ment loans. 

A provision which allows provinces 
and territories to opt out of the federal 
program and receive compensation 
to operate their own student loan 
schemes remains under the new Act. 
Students in these jurisdictions will 
also benefit from the measures as 
their governments will qualify for 
higher transfers. 

Funding for the federal student as- 
sistance program was provided for in 
the February 1 994 federal budget and 
is therefore built into the existing 
fiscal framework. 

This initiative is an example of how 
this government is prioritizing its 
spending so that it can better serve 
Canadians by making efficient use of 
their tax dollars.

So you may have two ques- 
tions: What the hell is a Women's 
Centre and Why should there be one 
at Laurentian anyway? 

Well, if you don't already 
know, a) the Women's Centre is: 

- an information and referral service 
available to both men and women; 

- a lounge and meeting area for women 
and women's committees and dis- 
cussion groups; 

- an organizational centre for guest 
speakers, film/video series, aware- 
ness campaigns, for student life at the 
university and other events and pro- 
grams which contribute to intellec- 
tual culture outside the classroom 
(believe us, there's not much of that 
otherwise at Laurentian). 

And b) Laurentian is actually 
one of the last universities in the 
country to establish a Women's Cen- 
tre (we ' ve only been here since May), 
and our student population last year 
was 59 per cent female. 

Our goals are to increase 
awareness of issues which impact the 
lives of women, and to improve op- 
portunities for and offer Support to 
the women of Laurentian University. 
The Women's Centre works to en- 
rich the culture and enhance the so- 
cial diversity of the Laurentian popu- 
lation. We offer a female - and femi- 
nist-positive environment. 

We've got loads o'ressources 
for both women and men including 
pamphlets, a growing reference li- 
brary, information about community 
and campus offices and agencies, 
condoms, and detail dams. Drop by 
and stock up. 



Despite what a few people 
think, we don' t "hate men." We actu- 
ally have normal, positive, and con- 
structive relationships with people 
like ourfathers, brothers, male friends 
and classmates, boyfriends, husbands, 
partners, etc. We just believe that 
women can experience direct and 
systemic disadvantage, discrimina- 
tion, and marginalization, in society 
and post secondary education Racial 
minority, disabled, Aboriginal, work- 
ing-class, and francophone women 
and lesbians encounter even greater 
barriers to social equality. Women 
should therefore have access to or- 
ganizations like the Women's Centre 
which can properly address our dis- 
tinct situations. 

The Women's Centre is run 
by volunteers, who, working as a 
collective (a non-hierarchical organi- 
zational structure), have equal voices 
in decisions and policies. All 
Laurentian women from all back- 
grounds are welcome to be volun- 
teers, staff the centre, participate in 
our caucuses and discussion groups, 
and/or hang out in our lounge.

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NoFX - Punk in Drublic

Or, 1994, The Year 
Punk Broke even bigger 
than in 1991, when Sonic 
Youth said it broke. 

One of the punk albums of the 
year. This is NoFX's fifth 
album for super-indie label 
Epitaph Records. NoFX are the larg- 
est spawn of West Beach Recorders, 
the folks producing the sound of the 
future. Pretty much everything that 
has been put out on Epitaph has been 
recorded there. These are the guys 
who milk the sacred cows of Bad 
Religion, Penny wise. The Offspring, 
No Use for A Name, Strung Out, 
Lagwagon, SNFU and more. All of 
these bands, led by Nof^ are on a 
non stop rampage across the world to 
infect everyone with the sound of the 
new school of punk rock. They did it 
first and they still do it the best. 
These punk rock explosions have re- 
sulted in several interesting things 
happening to our cultural fabric, but 
we have only just begun. 
Let's start from the beginning. 

1965- Lou Reed is introduced 
to John Cale, who, along with Ster- 
ling Morrison and Maureen Tucker, 
forms the Velvet Underground. Over 
five years the band releases four al- 
bums, sells no records, offend a lot of 
people with their irreverent noise 
aboutdrugs, bondage, New York City 
underworlds, heroin dirges, etc. 1 968- 
James Osterberg forms the Stooges, 
Changes name to Iggy Pop, Rob Ty ner 
formed the MC5, smoked much pot. 
These two bands were the Detroit 
underground music scene, singing 
their rock hard and fast, light years 
away from incense and peppermint. 
No commercial appeal. 

Early 70's- Television, New 
York Dolls, redefining the 
NYC sound, bands are be- 
coming anti-establishment, taking 
heavier, faster guitars through more 
thoughtful songs, railing against the 
mediocrity that bands like the Ea- 
gles, Harry Chapin and James Taylor 
were spreading. 1974-75- The 
Ramones are playing theirfirst shows 
around NYC, Disco is quickly eating 
everyone else's brain. '76- Greg 
Ginn graduates from university with 
an economics degree. Ramones first 
album sends the message that rocks 
the world: Gabba Gabba Hey! '77- 
Greg Ginn and Black Flag release 
Nervous Breakdown. It's the first 
single on SST records, Ginn's own 
label. Flag terrorize the world, and 
leave thousands of bands in their 
wake. Behind the Ramones, Black 
Flag is the most important band on 
Earth. 

1978- D.O.A. forms in 
V a n c o u 
ver. Subhumans, D.O.A. re 
lease the first Canadian punk records. 
1 979- Jello Biafra moves to San Fran- 
cisco, starts the Dead Kennedys. Bay 
area scene to be influential in years to 
come. 1981- Young Ian Mackaye 
and Henry Garfield are at forefront of 
the D.C. scene quickly becoming 
known as "Hardcore". Minor Threat 
releases first full record. Henry 
Garfield leaves his band S.O.A. to 



join Black Flag in L. A., changes name 
toHenryRollins. They release record 
with Drinking and Driving, leave for 
tour and don't come home until 1986. 
D.O.A. releases Hardcore '81. The 
independent companies are now the 
supreme rulers of punk rock. Most 
cities have a label for all the area 
bands, usually run by the most popu- 
lar or oldest band, and a co-op of 
other interested people. Bad Reli- 
gion releases their first album in 1 98 1 , 
How Can Hell Be any Worse? Singer 
Greg Graffin is 1 5 years old. 
1984- Minor Threat has broken up. 
Black Flag releases instrumental/ 
spoken word album. Family Man. 
Biggest artists are The Minutemen, 
Husker Du, Replacements, Sonic 
Youth, Meat Puppets, Dead 
Kennedys, Bad Brains, many punks 
have left the scene. Many would be 
punks have been sidetracked by the 
new company disco of the Smiths, 
Depeche Mode, The Cure, etc. Many 
people are sad and very annoying. 

1986- Black Flag breaks up. 
Husker Du signs with Warner. D. 
Boon of the Minutemen died, leaving 
Watt and Hurley alone, Minutemen 
are no more. 7 Seconds are starting to 
go very Amnesty / college rock after 
several excellent punk rock albums. 
Dead Kennedys break up due to dif- 
ferences and complications from an 
obscenities charge. Bad Religion 
split the year before, with singerGreg 
Graffin pursuing an education in col- 
lege. People everywhere are an- 
nouncing that punk rock is dead. 

1987- Operation Ivy releases 
first split single on Maximum rock- 
n-roll records. Bay area punk scene 
is changing. Fugazi releases Margin 
Walker EP on own Dischord Records. 
Ian Mackaye makes a triumphant re- 
turn to the forefront of punk rock. 
The Offspring have been together for 
a year, playing tributes to their Or- 
ange County idols. Adolescents, 
Agent Orange, etc. Sonic Youth puts 
out last album on SST. Doughboys 
release first record. D.O.A. still roll- 
ing, now on Restless Records, 
NoMeansNo is becoming a full time 
assault on Canadian and European 
record buyers. HuskerDu breaks up 
Descendents release last album be- 
fore changing name to All, acquire 
Dave Smalley from Dag Nasty to 
replace Milo Aukerman as singer. 

1988- Nirvana releases first 
single on SubPop. Cruz records 
founded by Greg Ginn and All. Cruz 
to become major force in pop-Punk. 
Bad Religion returns with Suffer - 
Album of the year! - declares Flipside 
magazine. They form Epitaph records 
todistribute theirown and their firiends 
records, Greg Graffin now in gradu- 
ate school for biology. NoFX is 
releasing early albums. West Beach 
Recorders are developing a record- 
ing reputation for quality of buzzsaw 
guitars and production of tight, smart, 
melodic music. 

1989- Fugazi is tearing up 
the world, so is Rollins Band. Bad 
religion releases No Control, takes 
hardcore to a new level. Nirvana 
releases Bleach on SubPop. Green 
Day releases first record on Lookout 
records. The bay area and the Oilman 



St. all ages club are quickly becom- 
ing centre of N. American punk rock. 
Bands like MTX, Screeching Wea- 
sel, The Queers, Operation Ivy are 
ruling the kids. Nearly every city 
now has a punk rock scene of some 
kind happening. Small bands are 
able to tour the country with more 
ease, as more and more places have 
D.I.Y. clubs/ scenes, etc. to set up 
shows. Never Mind the Bullocks by 
the Sex Pistols, released in 1979. 
goes platinum. 

1990- Sonic Youth, Firehose 
sign with major labels. D.O.A. calls 
it quits. Operation Ivy calls it quits. 
Full length Green Day is out: 39/ 
smooth. Fugazi releases Repeater, 
sells 100,000 albums independently. 
A new landmark. All is on constant 
tour, moves to the continental centre 
of the U.S. to cut down on mileage, 
hello Brookfield, Missouri. 
Doughboys release third album. Bad 
Religion releases Against the Grain, 
sells 100,000 copies. Other big acts 
on Epitaph include Coffin Break, 
NoFX, and L7. 

1991-Bad Religion is con- 
quering the world with theirhardcore 
melodies, smart lyrics (singer Graffin 
is now working on Ph.D). Offspring 
are getting popular around Orange 
County. Green Day are touring Eu- 
rope and the U.S. often, pushing sales 
of39/ smooth into lO'sof thousands. 
Beastie Boys come out with new al- 
bum returning to punk roots. NYC is 
Biohazard and skateboarding. Nir- 
vanareleasesNevermind. Goesplati- 
num in a month. Double Platinum 
before the end of the year. 

1992- Everybody is watching 
Nirvana, Pearl Jam and 
Soundgarden sell millions of records, 
thinking that this is fresh and cool 
and new. Bad Religion, Fugazi and 
NoMeansNo are touring Europe con- 
quering the world. D.O.A. returns to 
the scene with a new album on Alter- 



native Tentacles. Green Day puts out 
second full length. Kerplunk. NoFX 
releases breakflirough album. Ribbed. 
Never have harmonies been tighter, 
songs been better written, or changes 
more cleverly constructed. Crossing 
all styles, many bands run to copy the 
NoFX style. Many ofthese bands are 
produced and released by Fat Mike 
fron NoFX on his own label. Fat 
Wreck Chords. Epitaph signs The 
Offspring to three album deal. No- 
body pays attention. 

1993- Bad Religion signsdis- 
tribution deal with Atlantic. The 
Offspring release Ignition, sells mod- 
estly, mostly due to appearances in 
Skateboard and snowboarding vid- 
eos. Green Day sign to Reprise, 
Shudder to Think signs to Atlantic, 
Jawbox signs to Warner. NoFX re- 
leases White Trash, Two Heebs and a 
Bean. People stand in awe as NoFX 
rolls over the countryside and around 
the world. Widespread attention with- 
out compromise. Former members 
of Operation Ivy, Matt and Tim re- 
lease first album as Rancid, almost as 
punk as NoFX. 

1994- Green Day releases 
Dookie. A success to everyone's 
surprise except theirs. They have 
already toured the U.S. seven times 
and Europe three times, selling over 
100,000 records. Theirvideoquickly 
receives heavy play on MTV and 
Dookie goes gold. A punk rock al- 
bum goes gold. NoFX release Punk 
in Drublic, their best album ever. 1 7 
songs that blaze. Best guitar parts. 
No compromise. No video. Much 
better album than The Offspring. 
Sales hit 100,000 for NoFX. Every 
company in the world has offered 
NoFX a sweet deal, all offers de- 
clined. Fat Wreck Chords is now a 
household name in the houses of 
punks and skateboarders. 
Propagandhi, Lagwagon, Strung Out, 
No Use for a Name are all superstars. 
The Offspring were recording their 



new album when the guys from Epi- 
taph walked in and thought, hey, this 
Come out and Play song is a really 
good rock song song if you listen to it 
therightway. As ajoke, they hired an 
independent radio promoter to try 
and get the song played on KROQ in 
L.A. (think of how funny it would be 
to get your song on the air when six 
million people were listening! Well, 
KROQ played it. They played the 
song, they told other radio stations, 
they told MTV. MTV looked through 
their garbage and realized that they 
had a video from the Offspring and 
started to play it. Offspring was in 
every home in the U.S. The Off- 
spring and Epitaph didn't have the 
heart to tell everyone that it was just 
a joke and they were really a punk 
rock band from Orange County Cal. 
In the end. Offspring ended up sell- 
ing a million albums in the matter of 
a couple of months. They too have 
received million dollar offers from 
every company in the worid, but have 
decided to stick with their little inde- 
pendent label. Epitaph.

I once told someone that I'd buy a newBob Mould album even if 
was just him making underarm noises for forty minutes. Well, have no fear 
for Sugar's new album is much more than underarm noises. File Under: 
Easy Listening is the third release for the trio consisting of Bob Mould: 
Guitars/ vocals, David Barbe: Bass/ vocals and Malcolm Travis: Drums. 
It takes the best of 1992'sCopper Blue, and 1993'sBeaster and mashes it 
all into one huge sounding album. The guitars are louder, the vocals are 
meaner, the production is good but not polished. The catch is that Bob 
Mould is the king of hooks, melodies, and lyrical introspection. His old 
band, Husker Du, was one of the finer bands of the 1 980's, influencing a 
large number of the rock stars of today (Mould produced Soul Asylum's 
first couple of albums). The first single is Your Favourite Thing, catchy, 
hook filled Sugar stuff. Othercatchy loud stuff is Can't Help You Anymore, 
Granny Cool, Believe what You're Saying and Gee Angel. Company Book 
is a David Barbe composition. Explode and Make-up is a quiet album 
closer. 

Through and through. Sugar produces constantly high quality mu- 
sic, enjoyable to anyone who has an open mind. If you're looking for Bob 
to write another album likeF/Zp Your Wig, well, you're still just going to 

have to buy the old 
Husker Du albums. The 
thing here is that Bob is 
happier and a bit more 
balanced. Plus,he doesn't 
have an equally strong 
songwriter like Grant 
Hart in the band to get 
more of an edge (when 
two band members hate 
eachother, there's always 
a little bit more passion). 
Sugar is fine. Sugar is 
smart; the culmination of 
much weariness and 
worldliness. Buy it at 
cool record stores every- 
where.

1984's and no one else 
wanted to play broke new ground in 
smart hardcore. SNFU toured like 
fiends, putting out two more albums 
and then breaking up in 1990. They 
did a reunion tour in 1992. partly to 
promote their post-mortem fourth al- 
bum.

reuniting, SNFU signed with Epi- 
taph Records because they were get- 
ting super huge in Europe and had 
good distribution in the States as well 
as Canada.

The album stands as 
good as any previous work and has 
sold about 50,000 copies since it's 
release.

On September 3rd in Capreol 
the winning team in the Strong Man 
Competition was more unique than 
any team that had previously entered. 
This was because it featured Ginette 
Lamontagne, the first woman to ever 
enter this power-lifting event. 

A 22-year old Phys. Ed. stu- 
dent at Laurentian University, Ginette 
helped her three male team-mates to 
victory by bench pressing 1 80 pounds, 
"dead-lifting" 235 pounds, curling 
105 pounds, and pushing a wheel 
barrow with 700 pounds in it 50 feet. 
This is no easy feat for a woman who 
stands only 5'0" tall and weighs 125 
pounds. 

"I was surprised that we won 
because I thought that I would hold 
(my team) back, being the only girl in 
the competition," she says of her 
victory in Capreol. 

The co-ordinator of the com- 
petition, Dennis Pitre, had asked her 
to participate in the power-lifting 
competition because herentry would 
encourage other women to partici- 
pate in the future. He also knew that 
Lamontagne would truly be an asset 
to her team because the grading of 
lifts is done by the Schwarz formula; 
that is, a grade determined by the 
ratio yielded by dividing the weight 
being lifted by the weight of the 
competitor. Therefore a woman such 
as Ginette, who weighs 125 pounds 
and bench presses 1 80 pounds, could 
beat a man that weighs 200 pounds 
and bench presses 250 because of the 
proportion ( 1 .44 to 1 .25). 

Four days before the compe- 
tition Ginette experienced nervous- 



ness and doubt because of an injured 
shoulder. To alleviate her anxiety 
and focus on the tournament, she 
visited some friends on Manitoulin 
Island and then rode her mountain 
bike back to Whitefish. It was a bike 
ride that took nine and a half hours. 
She had no problems lifting hermaxi- 
mum weights in each of the respec- 
tive events afterwards. 

However, this was not her first 



attempt at power-1 ifting. Lamontagne 
enjoyed success at the Grizzly Open 
in 1991, where she won her weight 
division and had the best lift amongst 
all participating women. She says 
that she has always believed in "push- 
ing yourself to the limit". Her A- 
average is a further testament to her 
intense work ethic. 

"People should learn the re- 
ward of active living through experi- 




ence," she exclaims, her hands wav- 
ing with enthusiasm and expression. 

What she means by active liv- 
ing is evident in her own lifestyle. 
Not limited strictly to the sport of 
power-lifting, Ginette has taught 
dancing for five years, is a down-hill 
skier, an orange belt in judo, a rock 
climber, and was a high-school foot- 
ball player for three years. 

She credits her football coach 
as being a big influence on her active 
living and positive attitude. He shared 
the most incredible experience of her 
life with her, climbing the Rocky 
Mountains in Alberta. "(My experi- 
ence) taught me to appreciate my 
basic needs and place less of a focus 
on the rat-race of life." 

Ginette 's focal point after 
graduating is to teach Phys. Ed., where 
she will work on attaining the two 
goals she wishes to achieve in help- 
ing people start to live the active life. 

Her first goal is to dispel what 
she calls a stereotype of getting in 
shape as being limited to running and 
lifting weights. This stereotype "dis- 
courages people from exercising," 
she says, because they never dis- 
cover that there are other pleasurable 
methods of keeping in shape. Her 
second goal is to help channel the 
angry energies of high-school stu- 
dents into sports and productive ac- 
tivity. 

For the future, Ginette 
Lamontagne is focusing on body- 
building and competing in rock 
climbing, which truly makes her Lau- 
rentian's Mountain Girl.

Player Profile: Rob Campbell 



While the summer may be 
the time of relaxation for most stu- 
dents, that is definitely not the case 
for Laurentian University's Rob 
Campbell. This summer the Bio- 
chemistry Masters student, a twenty- 
four year old native of Copper Cliff, 
has not only established himself as 
the strongest university triathlete in 
the country; he has also taken the 
elite professional triathlon scene by 
storm, winning the Ontario Profes- 
sional Triathlon Tour. 

On September 1 1 Campbell 
competed in the Canadian National 
Triathlon Championships held in the 
Olympic basin in Montreal. The 
mood was electric as the nation's 
best triathletes converged on a spec- 
tacular race course that features a 1 .5 
km swim in the Olympic rowing 
basin, a 40 km bike race navigating 
the Gilles Villeneuve motor speed- 
way nine times, and a 10 km run 
around the basin. With CBC heli- 
copters hovering overhead, 
Campbell exited the water with the 
lead pack and, with a quick transi- 
tion, headed on to the bike course in 
first place. Campbell maintained 
the lead through the first six 
kilometers at which point former 
National Champions Andrew 
MacMartin and Mark Bates pulled 
alongside. Campbell continued 
strongly and fini.shed fifth among a 
highly competitive field of profes- 
sional triathletes, thereby securing a 
position on the Canadian National 
Professional Triathlon team in New 
Zealand on November 27, 1994. 

"I was very pleased to place 



as high as I did. It's great to race 
against athletes I often read about, 
come in as an unknown, and make a 
name for myself nationally" said a 
tired but satisfied Campbell after his 
race. 

However, the World Champi- 
onships will not be the first time 
Campbell represents Canada inter- 
nationally this year. The Laurentian 
student will be one of five men com- 
peting for Canada at the World Uni- 
versity Championships on Septem- 
ber 24 in Nantes, France. Campbell 
qualified by winning the Eastern 
Canadian University Triathlon Cham- 
pionships and will be Canada's best 
individual medal hope, while the 
Canadian team is a legitimate con- 
tender for a medal in the team cat- 
egory. Campbell, felt that "Germany, 
France, USA, and Australia will un- 
doubtedly have strong teams, but, 
despite the disadvantage of our cli- 
mate, the Canadian triathlon scene is 
very strong and myself and the rest of 
the team will be ready to do battle." 
Canada, especially Laurentian Uni- 
versity, eagerly awaits the result. 

For the past three years 
Campbell has been amember of Lau- 
rentian University's varsity cross 
country running and swim teams. 
Unfortunately his commitments to 
the Triathlon National Team will 
likely prevent him from competing 
for Laurentian this year. "As much as 
I have enjoyed training with the swim 
and cross country teams during my 
off season, the specific training and 
traveling I will be doing for triathlons 
won't fit in with the varsity team 



schedules this year" stated Campbell. 
Varsity athletics will definitely feel a 
loss. 

As for the future, Campbell 
will be completing his MSc . and head- 
ing to medical school at the Univer- 
sity of Ottawa where he has already 
been accepted for the fall of 1995. 
Meeting the demands of medical 
school and the triathlon will obvi- 
ously be quite difficult. However, 
given the recent International Olym- 
pic Committee decision granting 
Triathlon full medal status at the 2000 
Olympics, 
Campbell iskeep- 
ing an open mind. 

"Being ac- 
cepted into theOl- 
ympics is a big 
step for our sport. 
Anyone who has 
anything to do 
with triathlon 
knows that it 
epitomizes the 
Olympic ideals of 
pushing the lim- 
its of human per- 
formance in a 
friendly but 
fiercely competi- 
tive atmosphere. 
Hopefully the Ol- 
ympic berth will 
make more peo- 
ple aware of our 
sport and how 
competitive it is. 
I'm not sure I'll 
be able to main- 
tain my current 



training schedule while in medical 
school but [the Olympic berth] has 
me planning to do my best to stay 
competitive and even improve." 

Laurentian University wishes 
Rob Campbell the best of luck as he 
represents Laurentian University and 
Canada this fall. The Canadian Na- 
tional Championships will be tel- 
evised on CBC Sports on Saturday, 
October 1st.
